000,000 acres has been added to the 
area planted as a resuit of seven other 
“revisions” announced since 1870. 
most of these revisions were made 
long aiter the erops to which they 
related were marketed, it is quite pos- 
sible that they may have been .more 
erroneous than the errors. they were 
supposed to correct. 

At all events the history of the 
cotton acreage estimates as thus re- 
vealed has greatly weakened confi- 
dence in their accuracy, and the in- 
fluence of the government crop esti- 
mates—past, present and future—has 
been correspondingly diminished. Upon 
thix the trade is to he felicitated, for 
noe one, not even Uncle Sam 
can make an tntelligent estimate 
the crop until September amd Odcto- 
ber.
